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Census Taking 
Streamlined 


The census taking of the 
town of Agawam this year 
has been streamlined. In 
fact, it will be carried out 
much different than' ever 
before. 

The Agawam Citizens 
Organization and the 
Agawam Jaycees will take 
over the census taking duties 
which start Saturday. 
Essentially the census 
takers will be paid volun¬ 
teers. The money each 
volunteer earns at this job 
will be turned over to the 
AGO, which in turn will be 
put back into Agawam 
through AGO supported 
projects. 

According to state law, 
each year a town has to take 
a census of its residents and 
it has to be done by persons 
over 18 years of age. 
Usually, the town clerk hires 
several people for the job but 
it often takes quite a length 
of time to complete the 
project because of the size of 
this town. 

The census this year is 
being done under the 
supervision of the town 
Registrar of Voters, the 
Town Clerk and the Agawam 
School Department. 

Jim Goon, director of the 
school’s business services 
department, said that it is 
important to get an accurate 
census. “Many things are 
based on population, for 
example, lottery money 
which comes back to the 


community. In addition 
there is going to be a 
redistricting of the state for 
legislative purposes and the 
census will be the basis of 
determining where- the 
district lines will be drawn.” 

Also, towns are required 
by state law to take a census 
of all children from the age 
zero to 21 to determine 
whether they, have special 
needs for teaching, said 
Coon. 

Some of the data which is 
sought by census takers 
include name, address, 
occupation, age and bir- 
thdate, address as of 
January 1, 1974, whether or 
not you own your home, 
whether you arc a veteran 
and whether you have any 
dogs. 

Goons said that the census 
takers will be wearing a 
badge which will have the 
town clerk’s seal on it as well 
as the name of the person. 
He estimated that between 
60 to HO persons will be acting 
as census takers. Others 
interested can contact him 
at 786-5825. 

If you are not at home 
when the census taker visits, 
a note will be left asking that 
you call the person and give 
the required information 
over the phone. 

“This is really an excellent 
chance for us to get 
something done for the town 
in a quick and efficient 
manner.” 'Coon said.
